The book is said to be 
almost finished and those who have had 
the privilege of reading some of the proofs 
declare it will contribute some of the most 
interesting literature yet written on the, 
rebellion. 

Capt. Slattery meade frequent trips to 
Washin on — the past vear to collect 
authentic material for his book. 

He came to St. Louis soon after the close 
of the war and almost immediately sprang 
into prominence. For a number of years he 
was one of the leading merchants of tue 
city, being espec‘ally prominent in the grain 
trade and intimately identified with the 
elevator interests. He amassed a large for- 
tune, his estate for a number of years being 
rated over a million. He had extended real 
estate and other substantia] interests in St. 
Louis and throughout the country. 

He was one of the oldest and most in- 
fluent{al members of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and Mercantile Club, and the sorrow 
at his tragic end was widespread among the 
members of both of these institutions when 
it became known to them. 

Capt. Slattery was suave and courteous at 
all times and under all circumstances, and 
few men have died leaving more friends in 
St. Louis than he has.

The 
young men asked them to wait on the cor- 
ner by the church, and then went over 
to Pohlman's father’s stable, near by, and 
usked the night watchman for a revolver. 
They failed to get it, but when they 
emerged from tne stable, Maggie Reed says 
Johnson had in his hand a long piece o 
gas pipe. Right there her fund of informa- 
tion cases. She claims that seeing John- 
son in a warlike mood she and Mollie Park- 
er went back to Morgan street and did not 
witness any assault which may have oc- 
curred. 

Mollie Parker gave her testimony hesi- 
tatingly, and occasionally became confused.

The Distinguished South Carolinian 
Outlines How and Why the Free 
Silverites Sheuld Win. 


Three men typifying in their careers, per- 
sonalities and utterances more nearly than 
any others the political unrest that has re- 
sulted from the dissatisfaction among the 
great mass of American citizens are in St. 
Louls to-day. 

One is Benjamin R. Tillman, who hag suc- 
ceeded after a struggle than which no 
flercer was ever witnessed in this country 
in beating down Toryism in the aristocratic 
old State of South Carolina, sending to the 
rear such a prince of the old-line cavaliers 
as Wade Hampton and taking Butler's 
place in the United States Senate.

have made speevsc: n Missouri, Kansas 
and Colorado since crossi-g the Mississipp!; 
have talked with many hui.creds of people 
and not a one have I seen who !s opposed 
to the free, unlimited and independent coin- 
age of silver at 16 to 1. I made a hand 
canvass of my audience at Wichita the othe; 
day and found nobody who wasn’t enthus- 
lastic for free coinage. I didn’t inquire into 
the politics of any of them, and naturally 
Suppose that there were as many Repub- 
licans and Populists as there were Demo- 
crats in the crowd. I mention this to show 
you that conscience, or patriotism, if you 
please, is now superior to party in this 
country. 


“All we need to win this fight is vigor and 
unylelding determination.

Assurance from Washington That It 
Will Be Granted. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—The 
Spanish Government within the next four 
weeks will put into execution a compre- 
hensive system of home rule or autonomy 
for the Island of Cuba. 

There is good reason to believe that the 


State Department has received from Madrid 
information to this effect. In any event it 
is beyond question that this important move 
is assured. It promises to bring to a sudden 
termination the irritation and friction which 
has existed for many months between the 
United States and Spain and to replace this 
feeling with one of a friendly and amicable 
nature.

“Carelessness, neglect and blindness of

Dr. Boyd said that the same state of 
affairs that existed in England during the 


eighteenth century exists in many American! 


cities to-day. Men in public office ate look 
ing after their own selfish interests, and 
the inhabitants of cities are practical 
deprived of all power of local self-govern- 
ment. Corporate funds are wasted; public 
improvements not looked after; cou are 
often subject to corrupt influences, and mu- 
nicipal institutions, instead of being self- 
supporting are generally a great expense 
upon the community.” , 

Continuing, the doctor said influential 
citizens will not attend the primary elec- 
tions because they know it is useless. A set 
of men want to carry a certain point at a 
nominating convention, and another set of 
men want to defeat it. Bach begins oper- 
ations at the primary by seeking to secure 
a certain list of delegates to the convention, 
When the disinterested citizen goes to the 
primary, he is handed two ballots, repre- 
senting the two rings. On each ballot are 
the names of a few men, to give a color of 
respectability to the ticket, whom he would 
like to vote Por. But the majority of names 
on either ballot are those of men who have 
been placed there to be manipulated by the 
bosses. What shall he do? If he votes 
either ticket he is playing into the hands of 
a clique. If he votes an isolated ticket it 
amounts to nothing. : 

By the British method any ten citizens 
may nominate a man to the City Council, 
and the citizens thus have a chance at the 
polls to vote for a clean man. 

“Dr. Boyd said the superiority of the 
English system can best be seen in results. 
The City of Glasgow, Scotland, was taken 
as an example, and its municipal govern- 
ment compared with that of St. Louis. As 
can be imagined, St. Lotis came out a 
very poor second. 

He said that the amount of money spent 
annually in public institutions and im- 
1 in Glasgow, as compared with 

hat expended in St. Louis, was inconceiv- 
ably small, and the results infinitely more 
satisfactory. 

In conclusion the doctor said let public 
sentiment once assert itself, cleanse the 
Augean stable of the City Hall and put 
good men in the majority, then honest and 
economic administration of city affairs 
would no longer appear to be a futile under- 
taking, and the best citizens aroused in 
conscience by such a revival of civic right- 
eousness, would feel and oer a sense of 
respectability to the city, of which they are 
now wholly destitute. 

Dr. Boyd will 10 to Chicago during the 
present week to investigate the municipal 
reform movement in that city, and if found 
to be what is claimed for it, will study it 
with a view to recommending its adoption 
in St. Louis.

They have erected 
a high board fence between their property 
and Remmer’s house, in the front, causing 
the first tenant he secured to move. 

The interest of the neighbors is being 
heightened by the sireciation of a petition 
among property-owners in the block by 
Remmer for the removal of the fence. He 

esn't care to have his house remain va- 
cant and neving just secured a new tenant 
he has selected the plan of circulating a 
petition to hold him. 

Just how he hopes to accomplish this by 
the petition, he says he doesn’t know him- 
self, as the Webers have a right to put * 
— they please in their own front yard, in 
cluding a high board fence. Still he is cir- 
culating the petition just to see what ef- 
fect it will have, and he says he has se- 
cured a large number of signatures. 

Mr. Remmer hasn’t seen the owner of the 
house to the east of the Webers, No. 3650, 
but anticipates no difficulty in securing his 
signature. The owner’s name is Zimmer- 
man and he lives on Marcus avenue. For 
sometime he has been at law with the 
Webers, according to Remmer, over the 
front cornice on his house. he cornice pro- 
jects over the Weber lot and they main- 
tained that it leaked over into their yard to 
their great discomfort. The Webers brought 
suit, according to Remmer, and the matter 
is in court yet. 

Mr. and Mrs..W. H. Clark live at 3650 Cook 
avenue, as do D. L. Clark and Mrs. D. A. 
Clark. They rent from Zimmerman, but 
they and the Webers observe the courtesies 
of polite society toward each other. 


Henry J. Remmer told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Monday that the trouble between 
the Webers and him began when his row 
of houses was completed and he erected a 
division fence between his east lot and the 
Webers’ back yard. Permission was first 
secured of the Webers to do so, and then 
Remmer built his half of a brick fence, 
expecting the Webers to put up the other 
half. Mr. Remmer states that they neg- 
lected to do this for some time, and all the 
drainage from their back yard came over 
on his lot. Finally the other half of the 
fence was erected by the Webers. 

“They objected, too, because I put the 
front door of the east house on the side 
next to. their front door,“ said Remmer. 
“They wanted me to put the front door 
and porch on the side to the west, because, 
they said, my tenants would sit out on 
the frant porch of an evening and listen 
to what they were talking about when 
they sat on their front steps. That’s all 
nonsense, because no one who has any sense 
is going to listen to what his next door 
neighbor is talking about.

SEDALIA’S BOND. 


Approved To-Day at Jefferson City by 
Gevernor Store. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 20.—Gov. 
Stone has had under consideration for 
about a week the bond of Sedalia concern- 
ing the State election for the removal of 


the capital from Jefferson City to Sedalia. 
The bond is signed by the American Bond 
Security Co. To-day the Governor approved 
the bond. 

Gov. Stone declared in the presence of the 
representatives of Sedalia and some of the 
people of Jefferson City, who had met in the 
office of the Governor for the purpose of 
conferring with him in reference to Seda- 
lia’s bond, that under the provisions of the 
resolution passed and under the law which 
dictated his course of action, which law 
provided that any persons might enter into 
a bond in behalf of Sedalia, that he could 
not do other than approve the bond pre- 
sented on behalf of Sedalia and indorsed by 
the American Surety Co. of New York. The 
Governor had given the solvency of the 
American Surety Co. serious consideration 
and had secured evidence with relation to 
it. He said that he could not doubt the 
solvency of the company. Since the law 
made it incumbent upon him to accept a 
personal bond, he would approve it. 

There was no debate with reference to its 
acceptance by the Governor except in the 

of a few desultory remarks by Both- 
well Wand Bryan, for Sedalia and Hon. Ed 
Silver for Jefferson City. 

The proclamation approving the bond 
will be issued on or before May 1. The 
Governor notified the citizens of Sedalia 
and Jefferson City to call upon him and 
see the proclamation before its promul- 
gation. 


Just before the meeting in the Governor's 


office adjourned and while all of the repre- 
sentatives of the rival cities were present, 
the Governor in a suggestive manner de- 
clared that different friends of his, men 
in whose judgment he had great confidence, 
entertained various views with relation to 
the bond and with reference to its worth 
as surety. He said that he himself had 
decided views upon that point; that if the 
eople of Sedalia should fail to build the 
ulldings, to purchase the land and donate 
the land and buildings as provided in the 
amendment to the constitution of the State 
of Missouri he was of the opinion that a 

udgment secured in the courts upon this

BOND-JOBBING DENOUNCED. 


The Maintenance of the Single Gold 
Standard Responsible for the 
Ills of the Country. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., April 2.—In view of 
reports industriously circulated for the past 
few days tat Gov. Altgeld was seeking 
„ound money” influence and edging away 
from the free silver men, and especially

They said that 
news this had reached Annie’s grand- 
mother, Mrs. J. R. Stllman, and that the 
old lady bundled Bob out of the house and 
started out to chastise Annie for her mis- 
conduct, as a result of which Annie leaped 
from the window. 

The grandmother of Annie, Mrs. J. R. 
Stillman, was seen at her home Monday 
morning and was highly indignant at the 
stories that had been told about her grand- 
daughter.

Under 
the interpretation of the Raines law an 
one with ten bedrooms can open a hotel. 
Every restaurant keeper and saloonkeeper 
who has not a bar in his main room has 
either secured a hotel license or else is 
trying to secure one. The announcement 
by Chief Conlin that no drinks could be 
sold in hotels without the sale of a bona- 
fide meal at the same time did not cause 
this class of “hotel men” much worry, 
as no one has as yet actually defined what a 
legitimate meal is. In the majority of 
laces a sandwich was considered a legit- 
mate meal and seemed to warrant the 
sale of as much liquor as the patron could 
drink. The saloons over the city were gen.
